This consequential oamage exclusion provision is an allocation of risk separate and apart from provisions specifying or limiting either Agency's or Station's remedies tor breach. 

9. GENERAL 

(a) Station will broadcast the announcements and programs covered by this contract on the dates and at the approximate hourly times provided on the 



face hereof. 



(b) The Station snali exercise normal precautions in handling of property and mail, but assumes no liability for loss or tiamaae to proaram or commercial 
materials and other property rurnished by the Agency in connection with broadcasts hereunder. The Station will not accept or process mail, correspondence or telephone call* in 
connection with broadcasts except after its prior approval. 

(c) Agency is acting as agent for a disclosed principal (i.e., the Advertiser named on the face hereof) and Aoency will act as agent for making pavment 
on all billings hereunder.
